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DePaul Resigns City Post; Land Actions 
And Boxwood Problems Head Agenda

The city’s legal action against developers continued to occupy 
the main attention of council at Monday night’s meeting. Joseph 
De Paul, retained in early June as co-counsel with city solicitor 
Thomas Brooks, to handle the covenant and related suits, advised 
council he could no longer serve in this capacity because of a 
possible conflict of interest which he was not aware of when he was 
hired. De Paul will continue as the city’s zoning attorney. _ 


In the wake of this news, council 
decided unanimously to hire a full¬ 
time lawyer for the next two or 
three months to engage in legal re¬ 
search as assistant to the city 
solicitor. City manager James 
Giese pointed out that in this 
period of rapid growth, the city is 
facing many legal problems. Be¬ 
sides court cases dealing with zon¬ 
ing and development, Giese cited 
the need for legal aid in setting up 
ordinances dealing with littering, 
burning, traffic, and picketing, and 
in reviewing charter changes. The 
Mayor and city manager were au¬ 
thorized to do the recruiting. 

Covenants 

Mayor Edgar Smith reported 
that a motion for summary judg¬ 
ment on the city's covenant case 
was filed by Abraham Chasanow, 
lawyer for Charles Bresler. The 
request for dismissal of the city's 
suit was based on the grounds that 
(1) the city of Greenbelt failed to 
file injunctve proceedings in equity 
within thirty days after it was no¬ 
tified that Bresler had obtained a 
building permit for an eight-story 
apartment, (2)_ the covenants were 
“subversive of public policy” and 
invalid since the city exacted re¬ 
strictive covenants and a gift of 
land in exchange for favoring a re¬ 
zoning application, (3) the court's 
granting to Twentieth Century In¬ 
vestments, Inc. (Theodore Lerner 
and associates), current owners of 
25 acres of Charlestowne Village, a 
motion for summary judgment on 
June 3 dismissing the city’s suit to 
enforce the covenants nullified the 
Declaration of Covenants on the 
entire 50 acres. 

Mayor Smith stated that the city 
will continue to pursue vigorously 
the case against Bresler for failure 
to comply with the covenants. 
There is serious question as to 
whether the city received proper 
notice of the issuance of the build¬ 
ing permit for the 8-story apart¬ 
ment. The “lost letter,” which 
reached the city on a day when the 
offices were closed, advised that the 
building permit was received by 
Bresler on December 23. Records 
show that the actual date of is- 


Boxwood Village 

Construction and traffic problems 
continue to plague the Boxwood 
subdivision. Although the storm 
sewer draining Lastner Lane above 
Empire place has been completed 
and considerably less water is now 
surface-flowing to Empire place 
after each rain, a street problem 
still exists because a portion of 
sidewalk removed for the installa¬ 
tion of WSSC facilities has not yet 
been replaced. Dirt on Boxwood 
streets washing down from areas 
under construction is still very 
much a nuisance, and the storm 
drainage problem on Ridge Rd. re¬ 
mains uncorrected, as the devel¬ 
oper and the State Roads Commis¬ 
sion have not yet determined who 
will assume responsibility of lower¬ 
ing a culvert. Council directed the 
manager to contact the appropriate 
parties in order to expedite the 
solution of these problems. 

Boxwood resident James Bordas 
reminded the city council that 
dumping of debris on parcel 7 is 
still continuing. To remedy the sit¬ 
uation, council will: (1) notify the 
county health department; (2) re¬ 
quest the parcel 7 owner, Charles 
Bresler, to remove the litter and 
post a no-dumping sign; (3) ask 
residents to notify police depart¬ 
ment of littering; and (4) review its 
legal remedies. 

Bordas and another Boxwood 
resident, Mrs. Katz also urged that 
immediate action be taken against 
speeders in the subdivision before a 
serious accident occurs. (On most 
occasions the offenders are con¬ 
struction workers.) Council in¬ 
structed the city manager to pre¬ 
pare an ordinance for posting 
speed limit signs for trucks and 
vehicles at the entrance and other 
places in the sub-divisions. In the 
interim the city will post a 25-mile 
speed limit sign, police the area in 
the morning, noon and evening 
hours, and send the builder of 
Kingspoint Homes a letter request¬ 
ing his help in correcting the sit¬ 
uation.

APB Pathway Report 

The city council on Monday, July 
11, adopted the recommendations 
of the Advisory Planning Board 
with respect to setting up prior¬ 
ities for the park pathway pro¬ 
gram. 

The APB, in Report #64, divided 
proposed pathway projects into 
three categories. In the first pri¬ 
ority grouping were the following 
projects, estimated to cost some 
$5,000: 

— Maplewood court to Lake; 
— Lakeside Drive to Lake at pen¬ 
insula (including bridge); — Path¬ 
way around South side of lake, 
peninsula to bay; — St Hugh’s to 
lake path; — Lakeside Drive to 
3 Ct. Crescent. 

In the second priority grouping 
were pathways through parks be¬ 
hind 33 Ridge, 2 Gardenway, and 
19 Ridge. These would cost an es¬ 
timated $860. 

In the third priority grouping 
were a pathway along south side 
of lake from dam to bay and a 
path from Hillside to Lakewood; 
cost: $1,100. 

City manager James Giese in¬ 
dicated that all three could be com- 
plete d in 1967.

Council Hears Giese Report 
On Purchase of Parkland 

Two more hurdles have to be overcome for the city to qualify 
for Federal funds to assist in the purchase of 22 acres of parkland 
around Greenbelt Lake, city manager James Giese told council 
last Monday night. These are the approvals by the Maryland Na* 
tional Capital Park and Planning Commission and by the Metro¬ 
politan Washington Council of Governments, which is the agency 
responsible for open-space planning in the Washington area. 


suance was December 30. 

Abandonment of Rights of Way 

The Crescent Leasing Corp., own¬ 
ers of Parcels 8, 9, 10, has filed a re¬ 
quest in Circuit Court to abandon 
a section of Crescent Rd. as a right 
of way between Parcels 9 and 10 
and on Ridge Rd. between Lakeside 
North Apartments and Parcels 8. 
The city was not officially informed 
of this action, which gives the de¬ 
veloper additional land at no cost 
Giese pointed out that the city 
would lose property fronting on 
Crescent Rd. and would have to 
pay more for the land. Both Par¬ 
cels 9 and 10 are slated for pur¬ 
chase under the city's parkland ac- 
qusition program. 

Giese reported that the Maryland 
National Capital Parks and Plan¬ 
ning Commission indicated it would 
oppose the Ridge Rd. abandonment 
because of the projected Crescent 
Rd. outlet on Kenilworth Ave. at 
this location. The City Council in¬ 
structed the city solicitor to oppose 
the petitions and to inform the 
MNCPPC, Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission and the State 
Roads Commission of this action. 
(The proposed abandonment of the 
rights of way must be approved by 
the MNCPPC and the WSSC.) 


Giese does not anticipate any dif¬ 
ficulties. Approval of the purchase 
by these agencies is required by 
the Urban Renewal Administration 
which is adminstering the open- 
space program. 

The city has extended to July 18 
the deadline for replies to offers 
made the owners for purchase of 
parkland. The city solicitor is pre¬ 
paring the necessary papers for 
filing condemnation proceedings on 
that date, if necessary. 

Crescent Leasing Corporation, 
owners of parcels 9 and 10 (land 
between Kenilworth Ave. and 
Greenbelt Lake), have repeatedly 
asked for delays on grounds that 
some of the owners are out of the 
country. In the meantime, Cres¬ 
cent Leasing has commenced court 


action to have the old Crescent 
Road leading to the lake abandon¬ 
ed, in which case it would revert 
to the owners of the adjacent prop¬ 
erty. 

Giese told council that the effect 
of this action would be to add ad¬ 
ditional land to parcels 9 and 10 at 
no cost to the owner and thus in¬ 
crease the price to city of purchas¬ 
ing the land. The city will contest 
this action. 

With respect to the remaining 
parkland (parcels 11 and 12), 
owned by Charles Bresler and as¬ 
sociates, Giese reported that a 
certified letter containing the city’s 
offer was never delivered. How¬ 
ever, subsequently a second cer¬ 
tified letter was sent and delivered 
on June 17. 


C-2 ZONING FOR TRIANGLE; 
LASTNER REAFFIRMS STAND 

The county commissioners this week reaffirmed their stand in 
support of a regional shopping center for the Golden Triangle. On 
a motion by Commissioner Robert F. Sutphin, and seconded by 
commissioner Frank J. Lastner, the commissioners sitting as the 
District Council voted to submit to the Circuit Court its findings of 
fact and conclusions in support of a C-2 (General Commercial) 
zoning for the 57-acre tract bounded by the Capital Beltway, 
Greenbelt Road, and Kenilworth Ave. 


The only negative vote was cast 
by commissoner Gladys N. Spell- 

Dutton of MNCPPC 
Outlines Plans for 
Maryland Suburbs 

Following his election Wednes¬ 
day, June 22, W. C. (“Bud”) Dut¬ 
ton, new chairman of the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (MNCPPC), 
outlined the achievements and fu¬ 
ture course of his organization. 
Though he did not mention the con¬ 
troversial Area 13 Master Plan, 
Dutton paid close attention to the 
commission’s role in devising mas¬ 
ter plans for the bi-county Mary¬ 
land surburban area: 

u . . We’ve come a long way, for 
example, since the Commission pre¬ 
pared its ,first preliminary master 
plan and adopted its first zoning 
ordinance in 1928. The Wedges 
and Corridors plan of 1964 is the 
most recent general plan covering 
our entire planning area. To date, 
we have prepared comprehensive 
plans for most of the so-called ur¬ 
banized ring in our Planning Dis¬ 
trict, and now we are reaching out 
to cover the less-developed com¬ 
munities. All in all, some 24 pre¬ 
liminary plans are currently in pro¬ 
gress, plus a revised Master Plan 
of Highways. 

. . We’ve made great strides, too, 
since the Commission’s first Master 
Plan of Parks was adopted in 1932. 
Today, through our acquisition pro¬ 
gram, residents of both counties 
own a total of 17,000 acres of park 
land. The total current investment 
in the Commission’s park facilities 
— including land and improve¬ 
ments — is nearly $62 million. 

. . We now have more than 500 
full-time employees. Next week we 
will take action on a proposed re¬ 
cord-breaking $15.7 million budget 
for fiscal 1966-67. These and other 
data simply underline the fact that 
the one constant we deal with in 
our daily work is change — change 
accompanied by rapid growth . .’ ” 

Dutton summarized his plans for 
the future in “five P-s of a Plan¬ 
ning platform”: Policy Guidelines - 
at the Commission level; Public 
Relations - to broaden citizen par¬ 
ticipation and support in the plan¬ 
ning process; Professionalism - 
maintaining the commission’s tech¬ 
nical staff and adding to it as re¬ 
quired; Promptness - in providing 
assistance and recommendations; 
and finally, Partnership - between 
the commission and other govern¬ 
mental agencies, local, state and 
federal, active in the bi-county 
area. 

Civil Defense Center 
Proposed For Greenbelt 

According to a progress report 
from the office of U. S. Representa¬ 
tive Hervey G. Machen, there is a 
good chance for the passage of a 
bill he introduced which would al¬ 
low the Prince Georges County 
Commissioners to build a civil de¬ 
fense emergency operating center 
on the Greenbelt Armory. It would 
be similar to over 2,400 other em¬ 
ergency operating centers through¬ 
out the nation. In the words of 
Machen, it would be “of untold 
value to county residents in the 
event of an emergency.” 

The bill was originally intro¬ 
duced in November, 1963, by 
Machen’s predecessor, Congress¬ 
man Lankford, and reintroduced by 
Machen in February, 1965, when it 
was referred for action to the 
House Banking and Currency Com¬ 
mittee. It has now been included 
in the Omnibus Housing Act of 
1966, which was reported out of the 
Banking and Currency Committee 
this month. There is reasonable as¬ 
surance that it will be passed, 
Machen says. 


man. Chairman Jesse S .Baggett 
voted in favor of the action, and 
commissioner M. Bayne Brooke was 
absent because of illness. 

The case, involving a zoning pe¬ 
tition by Milton E. Selig, was re¬ 
manded to the District Council by 
Circuit Court Judge Ralph Powers 
in March 1966 for a clarification of 
the reasons why the zoning had 
been granted. The city of Green 
belt and other private citizens had 
brought court action on the grounds 
among others, that the original de¬ 
cision of the Council in July 1965 
had not been supported by the evi¬ 
dence in the record. 

In its current findings of fact 
and conclusions, the District Coun¬ 
cil argued that a regional shopping 
center was the best use of the Gol¬ 
den Triangle. It found that there 
had been sufficient change in the 
character of the area since Feb¬ 
ruary 1962 to justify a rezoning. 
It cited as changes the R-18 zoning 
on Charlestowne tract, the R-10 
zoning of property to the south, and 
the commercial rezonings to the 
west of Greenbelt. It also noted 
that there will be 5,000 apartments 
in the Springhill Lake area. 

The Golden Triangle, the Coun¬ 
cil said, would be unsuitable for 
residential purposes because of lim¬ 
ited access roads. While traffic 
conditions would be increased by 
any change in rezoning, the Coun¬ 
ci alleged that there would be less 
objectionable complications of exis¬ 
ting traffic conditions with a C-2 
zoning than with the type of use 
recommended iby the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. The MNCPPC had 
recommended a commercial-office- 
park complex, which the Council 
said was unaacceptable since such 
zoning was not provided for under 
existing zoning ordinance. 

The District Council noted that 
there was no evidence in the record 
to indicate that traffic officials 
would have any difficulty in coping 
with traffic problems that might 
arise as the result of a regional 
shopping center. 

Ihe District Council rejected the 
pertinence of Lastner’s statement 
made at the July 1965 meeting but 
not based on the evidence in the 
record, that leading economists 
have noted that there is a surplus 
of commercial office space in the 
county. 

The Council concluded that the 
growth in the county and in Green¬ 
belt is more than sufficient to sup¬ 
port commercial use of the Golden 
Triangle. 

R-H Zoning Requested 

On Glenn Dale Road 

This month presents the first op¬ 
portunity since July 1965 for de¬ 
velopers in Prince Georges County 
to petition for rezoning of their 
property. Among those who have 
already filed for rezoning, accord¬ 
ing to “The Washington Post”, is 
M. Leo Storch who requested 40 
acres garden-apartment zoning, 25 
acres medium-density apartment zo¬ 
ning and 99.9 acres of high-rise 
zoning on land adjacent to Glenn 
Dale rd., east of Goddard Space 
Flight Center. 

The report of the technical staff 
of the Maryland National Park and 
Planning Commission strongly op¬ 
posed the request. “The staff is 
thoroughly convinced of the com¬ 
plete chaos that the granting of 
these requests would bring about to 
the community of Glenn Dale and 
the development pattern of the sur¬ 
rounding area,” the report said. 
“The current stuation in the area 
between Good Luck Road and 
Lanham-Sevem Road amounts to a 
potential absurdity.” 

In 1964, planners approved 20 
acres of high-rise and 35 acres 
of garden apartment zoning in the 
area, with the stipulation that “no 
more apartment zoning should be 
granted.” 
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A New Voice for MNCPPC 

Having followed the activities of the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission for many years we regard the ap¬ 
pointment of W. C. Duttton as its chairman as an encouraging sign. 
While we are fully aware that the power of MNCPPC in regulating 
the county's growth is mainly advisory and therefore somewhat 
restricted, we do not underestimate the importance of having a 
competent and responsive individual heading this agency. 

At his inaugural speech - if this is the proper term for it - 
Dutton outlined the “five P-s” of his program. Not only did he 
concisely define with them the essence of good planning, but it also 
seemed that each had a special significance in reference to our city. 
Here is what he said: 

“Policy guidelines at the Commission level which promote 
better understanding and communications between the communities 
we serve and the Commission and its staff, and between ourselves 
and our staff members ” Wouldn’t it indeed be worthwhile to de¬ 
velop some idea about what constitutes a balanced community 
and whether a ratio of two or three apartment units for every pri¬ 
vately owned one - which seems to be the trend in Greenbelt - is in 
the community’s best interests? 

“Public Relations as it relates to broadening citizen participation 
and support in the planning process ” We heartily concur. All too 
often the flow of information from the planners to the citizenry 
has been slow and sporadic. 

“Professionalism - that is maintaining our highly competent 
staff, adding to it as required, and lending them our support and 
encouragement towards innovative and creative thinking ” Accent 
on professionalism comes naturally to a past executive director of 
the American Institute of Planners. In the past, MNCPPC lacked 
not so much in professionalism as in the determination to back it up. 
If everyone had supported the judgment of professionals, we might 
have been spared high-rise zoning in the middle of a national park. 

“Promptness in providing assistance and recommendations to 
both our public and private clientele.” Can we read this as a hint 
that an improved version of the Master Plan for Area 13, rejected 
by the county commissioners more than a year ago as “providing 
for entirely too high a density,” will be released before unrestrained 
development prevents any real planning for the future of Greenbelt ? 

“Partnership - improving our relationships with other govern - 
mental agencies within the two counties, promoting cooperation be¬ 
tween the two counties and maintaining continued cooperation with 
other agencies within the metropolitan region as well as with those 
of the State and the Federal Government ” Does that mean that 
MNCPPC is finally going to pay attention to Greenbelt’s Master 
Plan on which the city council, its advisory planning board and many 
others spent great effort? Will the city of Greenbelt and MNCPPC 
indeed become partners in planning, as many have wished for so 
long? 

At long last a loud and clear voice in MNCPPC is speaking in 
terms which we can understand. We hope Bud Dutton means every 
word of it.

Swimming Congestion 

To the Editor; 

The offering by the City of low 
cost swimming lessons has for 
many years presented a problem of 
being able to accomodate at the 
swimming pool all children wishing 
to take lessons. A thorough review 
of the entire program was made 
two years ago and it resulted in the 
enlarging of the number of chil¬ 
dren in a class and the increasing 
of the number of classes offered 
during the swimming season by 
revised class schedules. Further, 
those children who could not be 
handled in one class session were 
given first priority for taking les¬ 
sons in the next class session. 

The use of the pool for giving 
swimming lessons is limited by the 
size of the shallow water area 
where beginners’ lessons can be 
given. Further we are restricted by 
the number of pool personnel avail¬ 
able to give lessons. For the les¬ 
son session now under way ,the 
City is fortunate in having the 
volunteer services of Mrs. Phoebe 
Smith to assist in the giving of 
lessons. With her assistance, we are 
trying on an experimental basis 
the conducting of three beginners’ 
classes at the shallow end of the 
pool rather than two. We may find 
that such an arrangement results 
in the area being too crowded for 
properly giving instruction to all 
children. However, if it proves suc¬ 
cessful and if we are able to con¬ 
tinue to provide an instructor and 
if the demand continues, we will 
provide a third class in the future. 

It should be further noted that 
there is only a problem of too 
many registrants for swimming les¬ 
sons at the start of the season. By 
the end of the season there are va¬ 
cancies in all swimming classes. 
There has not been a problem of 
children not being able to get swim¬ 
ming lessons during the summer. 
The problem has only been being 
able to take lessons the first or 
second time such lessons are of¬ 
fered., 

As I indicated the swimming les¬ 
sons offered by the City utilize all 
staff members. The suggeston to 
stagger lifeguard lunch hours 
would not therefore increase the 
number of lessons offered, inas¬ 
much as no matter when an in¬ 
structor took his lunch, he would 
not be able to give swimming les¬ 
sons.

by the Community Relations Ad¬ 
visory Board requesting that pre¬ 
ventive measures be taken so that 
there will be no serious consequen¬ 
ces as a result of picketing, which 
according to the report has started 
within Greenbelt.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland were 
adopted on June 13, 1966 by the City Council of Greenbelt The title 
of each Resolution, which is a fair summary of each amendment is 
as follows: 

Resolution No. 96, _ 

Resolution of the City of Greenbelt adopted Pursuant to the Authority 
of Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of 
Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 Edition as amend¬ 
ed) Title “Corporation-Municipal”, sub-title “Home Rule”, to amend
